THE ‘BIG BROTHER’ STATE 


Looking over the news of the day. it doesn't take anyone 
more astute than the plain citizen to see that the welfare 
state in which we are now supposed to be living doesn’t also 
stand too far away from being a police state. 

Both examples can be seen right on this page where At- 
torney General J. Howard McGrath has gone on record to 
condone the Federal Bureau of Investigation’s practices in 
wiretapping. 

The attorney general maintains that the practice of wire- 
tapping is necessary in the obtaining of information leading 
to arrest of criminais and those who would plot the downfall 
of the United States. 

There is a tendency to consider that an “emergency” 
exists in respect to the “cold war” now being waged with 
Russia. Actually the national emergency declared to exist 
during World War II has not yet been declared at an end. 

But project this “emergency” farther. like into a depres- 
sion, another type of “national emergency.” Then what have 
you when the FBI starts tapping phone wire to find out who's 
telling what about the present administration? 

Sounds sort of like the police state, doesn't it? Sort of like 
Hitler and Himmler and the Gestapo, but strictly on the Am- 
erican plan, of course. 

Example No. 2 is the law which prevents improper search 
and seizure without a warrant while you are in your home by 
enforcement officers. 

The supreme court is going to rule on several cases which 
are seemingly minor in nature like the keeping of garbage 
in hallways. But what of the outcome if the high court says 
a police officer can go barging in to stir you out of bed with- 
oui a court order? 

That won't be so nice, It can lead ona little further where 
schoolteachers ask children to write about their parents so 
the “Big Brother’ state can learn their families’ thoughts. 

Like Gilbert and Sullivan wrote “the policeman’s lot i3 
not a happy one” but neither should it be made so casy that 
you are policed into the slavery of the “Big Brother” state.

Supreme Court Begins Review 
Of Entrance Without Warrant 


yy ASHINGTON (UP) — The 
Supreme Court begins a new half- 
century this week by reviewing 
a question as old as the Constitu- 
tion itself: When should govern- 
ment officials be allowed to enter 
a citizen’s home without a war- 
rant? 

Eight justices return to the 
bench today, after a three-week 
yuletide recess. The ninth, Jus- 
tice William O. Douglas, is still 
recovering from a riding accident 
and is not expected back until 
February. 

There are 35 cases ready for 
decision. 

About mid-week, the justices 
will hear arguments on whether 
the Constitution’s guarantee of 
privacy in the home prevents city 
health inspectors from doing their 
duty. Up to now, the Fourth 
Amendment, which forbids “un-

Whether this can be stretched 
to cover other types of inspection 
is a question posed by Mrs. Geral- 
dine Little, Washington, D. C.

One of the occupants of her house 
complained about it.
